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The LSB Players recently completed a crowd-pleasing run of William Shakespeare’s Romeo and Juliet. From the electrifying musical 


numbers to the fluent dialogue, this latest interpretation of the Shakespearean classic, directed by Bill and Judy Plott and choreographed by Lisa 

Evans, continued in the Players’ longstanding tradition of excellence. 

The production opens to a stage crowded with feuding Montagues and Capulets. After one of the play’s multiple well-staged fight scenes 
(choreographed by James White), the audience learns that Romeo (expertly played by Thomas Dichter) is in love with a girl named Rosaline. 
Meanwhile, the evil Lady Capulet (Chrissy Fitzgerald) and the benevolent Nurse (Heidi Deck) try to convince Juliet (portrayed with compassion and 
innocence by Julia Wolfe) to think about marriage. Later that evening, the two warring families come together at a party thrown by Capulet (Mark 

Rutman). There, Romeo and Juliet dance together and quickly fall in love. 

After the party, Romeo (who has forgotten all about Rosaline) visits Juliet underneath her balcony; there, they make plans to get married the 
following day. The morning comes, and Friar Laurence (played by L-S School Committee member Chuck Schwager) marries the two lovers. Juliet 
returns home, and Romeo meets his friends in the street. The group of Montagues has encountered a band of angry Capulets, led by Tybalt (Leland 

Karn). Tybalt and Romeo’s comrade Mercutio (played in a skillfully raunchy and offensive fashion by Bruno Seraphin) fight; Mercutio is wounded and 
Tybalt flees. Benvolia (Caitlin Chen) informs Romeo that Mercutio has died, and when Tybalt returns, Romeo kills him. The first act ends with the Prince 
(J. D. Bean) announcing Romeo’s banishment from Verona. 

The action returns to find the Nurse informing Juliet of her cousin Tybalt’s death and her beloved Romeo’s banishment. Friar Laurence counsels 
Romeo to spend the night with Juliet; the next morning, Romeo is forced to leave by the arrival of Lady Capulet. Juliet, who has been distracted from her 
grief by Romeo, is thrown into further despair when her mother informs her of her arranged marriage to Paris (Dan Schrager). Juliet refuses the marriage, 
and her father threatens to throw her out of the house. 

Completely distraught, Juliet seeks help from Friar Laurence. He provides her with a potion that will make her appear dead, thereby escaping from the 

duty of marriage to Paris. The Friar promises to send Romeo to Juliet’s tomb; after Juliet awakens, the couple will leave Verona. 

Juliet drinks the potion, and her parents discover her body on the morning of her scheduled wedding to Paris. She is brought to her tomb, and Beatrice 
(Laura Arellano-Weddleton) informs Romeo of his wife’s death. Romeo, stricken with grief, wants to die with his wife and procures a lethal potion. He heads 
to her tomb, says his goodbyes to the sleeping Juliet, and commits suicide next to her. Soon after, Juliet awakens, sees Romeo’s corpse, and stabs herself 
with his knife. Both the Capulets and the Montagues are brought together one last time at the scene of the lovers’ deaths, and the curtain falls as Capulet and 
Montague (Kevin Devaney) promise to end their feud. 

As always, some of the most memorable scenes of the play were the musical numbers. The Eagles’ Heartache Tonight was beautifully sung by 
Fitzgerald, Schrager, Alanna Pithis and Ian Sanders-Fleming to a background of dancing Capulets and Montagues. Wolfe exhibited her powerful vocals in a 
solo version of / Need your Love, while Dichter countered with a sweet rendition of Crazy Love. The dancing was, as always, superb, from the country steps 
of Heartache Tonight to the modern flair of Bang on the Drum All Day. 

All of Romeo and Juliet’s main characters were able to execute the difficult Shakespearean dialogue with apparent ease. Both Dichter and Wolfe 
portrayed their characters with the right amount of clarity and emotion, while Fitzgerald, Karn, and Rutman were convincing in evil personae. Chen and 
Deck, as Benvolia and the Nurse, carried off their well-meaning actions adroitly. Additionally, Seraphin, in particular, was able to inject a considerable 
amount of lewd charm into his portrayal of the misguided Mercutio. 

For any group of players, a Shakespearean production is difficult to do well. However, the LSB Players managed to pull off a convincing and 
entertaining interpretation of one of the world’s best-known classics. The production played to sold-out crowds every night -- and it deserved to do so.

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History of Iraq: background for Operation Iragi Freedom

The modern state of Iraq was created by the victorious Allies after the conclu- 
sion of World War I (1914-1918). During the war, the British had led Arab forces 
in rebellion against the Ottoman Empire, promising the Arabs independence if 
the Ottomans were defeated. With the defeat of the Central Powers (Germany, the 
Ottoman Empire, and Austria-Hungary), the British drew up a new map for the 


) ancient land of Mesopotamia, creating Iraq, a country whose population included 
| many tribal groups and pronounced religious and ethnic divisions. 


After a brief period as a British mandate, Iraq was established as a monarchy 
in 1921. The new king, Faisal I, faced a fractious society, which divisions among 
tribes, classes, and religious and ethnic groups threatened to tear asunder. Every 
Iraqi government since, including the dictatorship of Saddam Hussein, has con- 
fronted the difficulties of holding together a nation whose population is so riven 
by differences. Muslims make up 96 percent of Iraq’s population, but sharp divi- 
sions exist between adherents to the Sunni and Shia branches of Islam. 

The divisions stem from the 7th century, when Muslims split over the issue of 
who should rightly lead the Islamic community. Those who accepted the rule of 
the Umayyad family became known as Sunnis. Those who opposed the Umayy-

southern cities such as Al Basrah 
(Basra), an important oil-refining center, and Umm Qasr, Iraq’s main port city. 
Iraq’s ruling party, the Baath Party, is dominated by Sunni Muslims. Despite 
the Baathist movement’s original intention to unite Arabs of all religious denomi- 
nations against foreign domination, in practice Iraq’s Baath Party has suppressed 
Shia Muslims. Poverty is particularly widespread among the Shias, including 
those who live in Baghdad. Few Shias are found in the middle and upper ranks 
of society. 


Troubled relations between Sunni and Shia Muslims were intensified by the 


1979 revolution in Iran, which overthrew the country’s secular government and 
established a Shia-controlled government there. Iraq’s rulers feared that the suc- 
cess of Iran’s Shia revolution would incite Iraqi Shias against the Baathist gov- 
ernment. Sunni-Shia religious animosities exacerbated the subsequent Iran-Iraq 
War (1980-1988), which resulted in over | million casualties. 

Ethnically, about 75 percent of the population of Iraq is Arab. The Arabs 
include the Shia population and most of the Sunni Muslims of central Iraq. 
Kurds, most of whom practice Sunni Islam, are considered distinct in ethnicity 
and language, and they form the largest ethnic minority, constituting 15 to 20 per- 
cent of the Iraqi population. Most Iraqi Kurds dwell in the highlands of northern 
Iraq. Smaller groups include Turkmens, Jews, Armenians, and Assyrians. 

Iraq’s provisional constitution defines the Iraqi people as comprising two 
principal nationalities, Arab and Kurdish. A 1974 amendment provides for 
autonomy for the Kurds in areas where they constitute a majority, but it stipulates 
that Iraq must remain united and undivided. 

With the United States-led invasion of Iraq in March 2003, the divisions 
within Iraqi society took on strategic importance. The U.S. government has justi- 
fied the war, in part, as an effort to free the Iraqi people from a brutal dictator- 
ship, and by all indications has counted upon the support of the Shias of southern 
Iraq and the Kurds of northern Iraq. While these groups certainly have deep 
grievances against the Sunni

Meanwhile, the Iranian 
government might wish to support the Iraqi Shias in any attempts at self-rule. 

The United States has indicated that a postwar Iraq will remain a unified 
nation, with fair and equitable treatment for all its ethnic and religious groups. 
But this goal eluded the British and the Iraqi monarchy, and achieving it now may 
prove more difficult than defeating the regime of Saddam Hussein. 


War on Iraq: Stupent Perspectives 


The time for diplomacy is over: the United States have no remaining 
options but to remove Saddam

In recent months there has been much 
debate over whether or not the United States 
should go to war with Iraq. After all that has 
been said, it seems very clear now that there 
are unfortunately no options left than war. 
This is due primarily to the fact that the US 
and the United Nations over the past 12 years 
have been trying to disarm Saddam Hussein as 
part of the terms of a ceasefire agreement. We 
have used up all of our diplomatic options and 
we can no longer afford to give Saddam more 
time, as we have given him every opportunity 
possible to disarm and prevent war, yet he has 
taken no action to do so. It is time for us to 
act and, by doing so, end this man’s reign of 
terror. One of the first paragraphs of UN reso- 
lution 1441 (the 17th resolution dealing with 
Iraq’s disarmament) talks of “the threat [that] 
Iraq’s noncompliance with council resolutions 
and proliferation of weapons of mass destruc- 
tion and long-range missiles poses to inter- 
national peace and security.” The UN here 
states that Iraq is a threat. Plain and simply, 
this should end any portion of the debate on 
whether or not Iraq poses a threat, not only to 
the US but also to the world. Chief Weapons 
Inspector Hans Blix also said in his speech to 
the UN that “Iraq appears not to have come 
into a genuine acceptance not even today of 
the disarmament which was demanded of it.” 

Weapons of mass destruction and_ all 
delivery systems for said weapons must be 
declared and destroyed. This is not debatable; 
it is a fact. Indeed, it is what the UN had said 
must be done. The possession of such weap- 
ons is what makes Hussein a threat. Recently, 
several 122mm chemical rocket warheads 
that were not mentioned in Iraq’s declaration 
were discovered in Iraq. Iraq states that they 
were overlooked from before 1991; however 
this is unlikely because the bunker in which 
these weapons were discovered was relatively 
new. This means that the Iraqis knew of the 
warheads but were trying to keep them secret. 
Blix also mentions in his statement to the UN 
that there are 6,500 chemical bombs that are 
unaccounted for. Furthermore, Blix states that 
two missiles have been developed that exceed 
the maximum range of 150 kilometers. This 
is merely some of the hardware that demon- 
strates that Hussein is in material breach of 
resolution 1441, but all this pales in compari- 
son to the amount of chemical and biological 
agents he possesses. 

In 1999, the UN concluded that Hussein had 
enough biological weapons materials to make 
over 25,000 liters of anthrax and enough mate- 


rials to produce over 38,000 liters of botulinum 
toxin and that these had not been accounted 
for nor had evidence of their destruction been 
presented. To add to this, UN intelligence 
believes that Hussein had the materials to pro- 
duce as much as 500 tons of sarin, mustard, 
and VX nerve agent. He has not accounted for 
these materials either. In addition, Hussein has 
tried to buy high strength aluminum tubes and 
has tried to purchase enriched uranium from 
Africa in

controls everything, how can these weapons, 
which history shows are among his most 
prized possessions, just go missing? They 
can’t. These weapons are his trump card and 
he will do anything to keep them. It all boils 
down to the fact that Hussein is still in posses- 
sion of these weapons, and this is a clear and 
direct violation of several UN resolutions as 
well as all of humanity. 

The UN is on the brink of becoming obso- 
lete because it has failed to enforce the resolu- 
tions it has set forth. If the UN doesn’t stop 
this madman immediately, I fear it will go the

I 
can appreciate the devotion of these so-called 
“human shields” to their cause, but if they 
are so concerned about the Iraqi people why 
weren’t they stationing themselves in Halabja 
trying to stop Hussein from using mustard and 
sarin gas on the entire village?

| Many of you have heard one of the three open 
debates concerning the war in Iraq, which was 
organized by the World Crises course. I attended 
ithe block four debate, and although I was genu- 
inely impressed by the content of the arguments 
on both sides, I would like to relate a concise 
argument against a military invasion of Iraq by 
‘the United States. 

The rationale for an attack on Iraq is to 
eliminate the threat of Saddam Hussein using his 
supply of chemical, biological, and conventional 
‘weapons against the United States. The justifica- 
tion for war has never been convincing. Saddam 
Hussein has never attacked the United States, 
and, in addition the Al-Samoud missiles that 
Saddam has could never come close to reach- 
ing America. The only way in which Saddam 
could use his weaponry to harm Americans is 
if we moved a large number of American s in 
range of these missiles. That is exactly what we 
have done by sending tens of thousands of troops 
into the Persian Gulf. If the Bush Administration 
does give the command to commence the war on 
Iraq, it is very likely a that Hussein will actually 
use his chemical and biological weapons against 
American soldiers. 
| Saddam is not a maniac. His only goal is 
to maintain power in his country. If we attack 
him with the insurmountable force that we have 
already accummulated in the Persian Gulf, then 
‘of course Hussein will be compelled to use 
every resource he has to prevent the demise of 
his regime. Yes, Saddam is a terrible tyrant, but 
there are many more effective ways of getting rid 
of him that do not risk the lives of thousands of 
American soldiers. 

Obviously, we have to consider what 
‘the consequences of war would be for the 
Iraqi people. In 2001 and 2002, we waged 
a war against the Afghani government and 
began our crusade against the Al Qaeda ter- 
rorist network. A University of New Hamp- 
shire economics professor, Marc Herold,

compiled a meticulously documented list of 
non-combatant Afghani deaths since the U.S. 
military strikes started on October 7, 2001. 
As of December 6, 2002, his estimate of civil- 


ian casualties was over 
3,700 and climbing, as # 
reported in Cursor. It 
is also estimated that 
over 500,000 civilians 
were displaced by the 
bombing campaign. 
We must be prepared to 
accept certain figures if 
we attempt war on Iraq. 
Is it moral for Ameri- 
cans to decide that the 
lives of 4,000 people 
is an acceptable cost 
for Hussein’s demise? I 
noticed a very peculiar 
argument that was pro- 
posed by the pro-war 
group at the debate. 
They asserted that since 
the economic _ sanc- 
tions against Iraq had 
failed to bring Saddam 
to his knees and only 
succeeded in killing at 
least 500,000 children, 
the US must now go 
to war against Iraq. 
This seemed to me to 
be completely illogical. 
It appeared to me to be 
an excellent argument 
for lifting the sanctions 
against Iraq, but not an 
argument to go to war. 
A much better idea 
would be to lift the eco- 
nomic sanctions against 
the Iraq, keep the military sanctions in place, and 
utilize inspectors to ensure that the supposedly 
dangerous supplies such as pencils would not be 
used for military purposes. 

The Bush administration has also insisted that 
Hussein is in cahoots with Al Qaeda. It insists 
that there is an Al Qaeda base in northern Iraq. 
Unfortunately for the credibility of this theory, 
Saddam does not control the region where the 
supposed base is located. Curiously this quan- 
dary has never been clarified. 

A rather minor but important subject com- 
pared to loss of life is the economic cost of this 
war. President Bush has proposed that $300 bil- 
lion be spent on the war on Iraq. Already the US 
has spent hundreds of millions transporting the 
180,000 or so American soldiers and equipment 
into the Persian Gulf. The Bush Administration 
has also bargained with the Turkish government, 
preparing to give them at least $20 billion in 
exchange for the use of their country as a staging 
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point for the war. 

Another issue that should be receiving much 
more attention is the occupational force that the 
US will need to sustain after a war. A recent 
interview with a Pentagon official revealed that 
this occupational force would need to consist of 
a few hundred thousand troops. Sustaining this 
force for the months and possibly years after a 
war would require an enormous sum of money. 
Needless to say, this is money that could be used 
to rejuvenate the countless number of under- 
funded government-sponsored groups in our 
country. It could also be used to jumpstart our 
floundering economy (in perhaps a more honest 
way than President Bush proposed: a blatant tax 
break for the extremely wealthy). 

The war on Iraq would be a waste of our des- 
perately needed resources for a cause that might 
result in the deaths of thousands of American 
soldiers, and certainly the deaths of thousands of 
innocent Iraqi civilians.

North Korea withdraws from non-proliferation treaty; reveals weapons

The concerns over North Korea’s admitted 
Nuclear weapons program have increased as the 
tensions have mounted on the Korean Peninsula, 
with North Korea reactivating many nuclear 
weapons facilities that were frozen in the 1994 
agreement with then-president Clinton. 

North Korea has also withdrawn from the 
nuclear non-proliferation treaty and may con- 
tinue testing ballistic missiles as a response to 
the lack of bilateral talks from Washington. 

Pyongyang says these are self-defense mea- 
sures forced on it by the ‘hostile’ policy of the 
United States that branded the North part of an 
“axis of evil.” 

From the capital of the North, Pyongyang, 
officials are saying that these are “self-defense” 
measures forced on it by the “hostile” policies 
of the US administration, such as labeling North 
Korea part of the “axis of evil”. 

Even though the bellicose rhetoric shows 
little sign of abating, the diplomatic efforts 
to bring the two to bilateral negotiations are 
ongoing by mainly the Japanese and the South 
Koreans. 


A so-called “force-depletion” analyis, not 
released by commented by Pentagon officials, 
reveals that the numbers are daunting and any 
armed conflict with North Korea would be a 
grim prospect.

The 
artillery pieces are well within the range of the 
capital of South Korea, Seoul, and could reduce 
that city, with its 10 million inhabitants and 
37,000 US troops to rubble in the opening salvos 


of any conflict. 

Much of these forces are in well-fortified, 
underground bunkers and heavily camouflaged 
positions. Added to that arsenal are hundreds of 
rocket launchers and missiles capable of carry- 
ing Nuclear or Chemical Payloads. 

Elsewhere, it has over 500 combat aircraft, 
200 helicopters and dozens of submarines 
among its arsenal and a total military budget 
expenditure of over $5 billion annually -- equal 
to a little over 30 percent of North Korea’s gross 
domestic product, 

Roh, the president-elect of the South, is a 
backer of his predecessors so-called ‘Sunshine 
Policy’ of engagement with Pyongyang, and is 
no doubt also well aware of the consequences of 
any conflict. 

The frightening image of a smoldering Seoul, 
and a Korean Peninsula once again engulfed by 
war, will be weighing heavily on his mind. The 
attitude of the US administration, to many South 
Korean observers, is one that makes terrible 
military conflict more likely.

USA PATRIOT security act provides for illegal searches

“The attorney general has the right to hold 
aliens for a period of up to six months without 
charges if he is deemed to be a threat to United 
States National security. No court shall have 
jurisdiction to review, by habeas corpus petition 
or otherwise, any such action or decision.” USA 
PATRIOT ACT: Section 412 (7)(b)(1) 

This is one tiny part of the massive PATRIOT 
act, ratified shortly after September 11th and 
intended to keep America safe. However, it is 
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more of an intrusion into people’s private lives, 
conversations and even e-mails. The government 
could enter a house, apartment or office with a 
search warrant when the occupant was away, 
search through the owner’s property and take 
photographs, and in some cases seize physical 
property and electronic communications, and not 
tell the owner until later. This provision marks 
a major change in the way search warrants are 
executed in the United States. 

The Fourth Amendment’s protection against 
unreasonable searches and seizures requires the 
government to both obtain a warrant and give 
notice to the person whose property will be 
searched before conducting a search. The notice 
requirement enables a person whose property is 
to be searched to assert his Fourth Amendment 
rights. For example, a person with notice might 
be able to point out irregularities in the warrant, 
such as the fact that the police are at the wrong 
address, or that because the warrant is limited 
to a search for a stolen car, the police have no 
authority to be looking in dresser drawers. The 
Supreme Court recently affirmed that notice is a 
key Fourth Amendment protection. However, it 
has not ruled on the constitutionality of the type 
of searches provided for by the PATRIOT Act. 

Critics of the USA PATRIOT Act - which 


stands for Uniting and Strengthening America — 
by Providing Appropriate Tools Required to 
Intercept and Obstruct Terrorism - argue that 
the act gives federal officials too much power to 
gain access to private records and compromises 
the Constitution and Bill of Rights. In addition to 
the spying powers the act grants, it also provides 
for indefinite detention of non-citizens for minor 
visa violations, minimizes judicial supervision 
of federal telephone and Internet surveillance 
by law enforcement authorities, and expands 
the ability of the government to conduct secret 
searches. It gives the Attorney General and 
the Secretary of State the power to designate 
domestic groups as terrorist organizations - a 
term which is defined vaguely in the PATRIOT 
act. The PATRIOT Act also grants the FBI broad 
access to sensitive personal and business records 
about individuals without having to show evi- 
dence of a crime, and may lead to large-scale 
investigations of American citizens by the CIA 
for “intelligence” purposes.

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Alleged key conspirator in 9/11 attacks captured by US forces in Pakistan

The man believed to be the key planner of the 
terrorist attacks of September 11, Khalid Shaikh 
‘Mohammed was among terrorism suspects 
arrested in a CIA-led operation in Pakistan on 
March 1, 2003. 
_ A leader of Pakistan’s largest religious politi- 
cal party, Jamaat Islami, lives in the house where 
Mohammed was captured. The group has not 
taken a formal stance on al Qaeda, but it has 
condemned the U.S. presence in Pakistan and 
led rallies against Pakistan’s Military Dictator, 
Puvarez Musharaf, who has cooperated heavily 
with the US’s war on Terror. 
The White House commended the arrests, 
calling Mohammed one of Osama bin Laden’s 
“most senior and significant lieutenants, [and] a 
| key al Qaeda planner and the mastermind of the 
September 11th attacks.” 

White House spokesman Ari Fleischer said 
Mohammed was central to al Qaeda’s ability to 
| plan and carry out operations. 
| “You cannot overstate the importance of

this,” Fleischer said. “It is a good day, a big day.” 


There are no plans at this point to bring Moham-

med to the United States, U.S. 


officials said. They confirmed that Mohammed 
is no longer in Pakistan and is being taken to an 
undisclosed location. 

Mohammed’s al Qaeda roots run deep and 
wide. One senior government official character- 
ized the breadth of Mohammed’s involvement 
by describing him as the Forrest Gump of al 
Qaeda, in reference to the book and movie char- 
acter who appeared in critical moments in recent 
US. history. 

Mohammed was indicted in 1996 in the 
Southern District of New York for his alleged 
role in a Philippines-based plot to blow up 12 
U.S.-bound commercial airliners within 48 
hours. The indictment has no immediate legal 
bearing, U.S. government officials said; the pri- 
ority is to interrogate him. 

He was arrested along with a Pakistani politi- 
cal leader, Ahmed Abdul Qadoos, and a man of 
Middle Eastern origin, Pakistani government 
officials said.

S Mile a rugged and gripping street drama

8 Mile, starring rapper Marshall Mathers 
takes the loose facts of Eminem’s life in Detroit, 
where he rhymed his way into that city’s hip-hop 
scene. The film dissects the roots of his art. Over 
ja few days during the winter of 1995 in Detroit, 
you absorb the details of the life of Jimmy Smith, 
Jr., aka Rabbit (Eminem), a white kid from the 
“wrong” side of 8 Mile Road, which divides 
the rotting inner city from its rustic suburbs. He 
hangs out with a crew called 313 (Detroit’s area 
code), with whom he participates in rap “battles” 
)|- 45-second contests where lyrics are insults and 
irhymes are weapons. 

| Leaving a girlfriend (Taryn Manning) who 
may or may not be pregnant, Rabbit returns to 
a trailer-park home, where his worn-out mother 
Stephanie (Kim Basinger) resides with his kid 
jsister Lily (Chloe Greenfield) and a live-in lug 
(Michael Shannon), who provides much of the 
humor away from the rap scenes. At night, after 
work in a metal stamping plant, Rabbit raps at 
hip-hop clubs where everyone talks trash and 
record deals with equal enthusiasm. 

Alex (Brittany Murphy), a trashy-looking 
white girl, attracts Rabbit momentarily. She is as 
determined, as is he, to escape 8 Mile Road, and 
jis ready to do what it takes for a ticket to New 
York. Wink (Eugene Byrd) is a sleazy double- 
jcrosser who promises help to her and Rabbit. 
|Meanwhile, Rabbit is heading for a showdown 
}with Papa Doc (Anthony Mackie), the arrogant 
leader of top hip-hop crew “Free World”. 

Rabbit is a complex young man, torn between 
his duties to his job, his crew, and his wildly 
unbalanced family, especially the little sister he 
treats with enormous tenderness. He can only 
find peace through his headphones and the lyrics 
he constantly jots down. Rabbit’s struggle to 
make sense of his world inspires his lyrics. But 
he has trouble focusing. Only by leaving every- 
thing behind and being alone can he achieve the 
concentration to pour his anger and frustration 
into his lyrics. 
| Eminem’s acting skill enables him to steer 
clear of the pitfalls that have tripped up so many 
music stars trying to cross over into movies. 
He is raw, like his character, but soft enough 
to be likable. His lyrics and rap battles are the 
highlight of the film, and although he never says 
more than 6 sentences at a time (except for his 
performances), he makes the most of his role. 

Director Curtis Hanson and his crew-- cin- 
ematographer Rodrigo Prieto and designer Philip 
/Messina-- make the graffiti-splattered abandoned 
and converted buildings in the slums that spread 
over much of Detroit into a graphic portrait of 
inner-city hell. The only problem is that 90% of 
the movie is spent in 4 places; work, trailer, club, 
and car. These become a little monotonous and 


lose their edginess as the movie goes on. 

& Mile is a wonderfully constructed and 
crafted piece of film, and Eminem deserves 
praise for a job well done. The music is, of 
course, terrific. Paralleling the song “Lose 
Yourself” there is a gradual liberation of Rabbit 
from a scared and intimidated thug to a confident 
and destined young man. Put that together with 
excellent cinematography and an unparalleled 


rawness and 8 Mile unquestionably goes the 
distance.

Confessions of a Dan- 
gerous Mind

The young actor Sam Rockwell, who works, 
but is not a star by any means, has taken the 
character of Chuck Barris and turned him into 
a sociopath with goofy hair and buck teeth. All 
of which makes him an inspired choice to play 
Chuck Barris, the slightly crazy, buck toothed 
game-show mogul who created “The Dating 
Game” and “The Newlywed Game” and then, 
in the 1970s, became famous, if not infamous, 
when began hosting of his tackiest and sleaziest 
show of them all, “The Gong Show.” 

However, according to Chuck Barris, the 
entire time that he was polluting the American 
airwaves, he was a hitman for the CIA. And that 
he used his role as a “Dating Game” chaperone 
as a cover for committing assassinations in 
places like “exotic” Helsinki and East Berlin. 
What, exactly, are the viewers to make of this? 
“Confessions” takes the view that Barris was 
a sociopath who could create gaudy hit game 
shows and kill the next day because he lacked 
any decency or regard for human life. It seems 
like a rather nonsense idea, but for two hours, 
you are captivated by the cinematography and 
intricate storytelling that almost leads you to 
believe that everything was true. Directed by 


George Clooney, and taken from a script by 
Charlie Kaufman (“Adaptation”), the film takes 
Barris’ claim of a double life in the TV world 
and CIA espionage and treats it not as a desper- 
ate man’s last retreat but as a story so strange, 
so far out, so amazing, that it could, maybe, just 
possibly, be true. 

The movie is told in flashback from the point 
of view of the washed-up Barris, who sits in 
a hotel room circa 1981 naked and unshaven. 
Barris’ TV shows are shown in various stages 
of production, with a fair amount of profanity 
and sexuality in between, but both are well used. 
Clooney uses seemingly every trick in the book 
to portray the lead character as one who can get 
used to entertaining and killing at the same time. 
Clooney is a key presence in the film as Jim 
Byrd, an all-knowing CIA agent and recruiter of 
assassins who approaches game-show producer 
Barris (Rockwell) because he “fits the profile.” 
Although, with a short temper and a cruel sense 
of humor, Barris is just about the least likely can- 
didate to become a trained killer, but that is the 
aura of the movie. 

One of the outstanding aspects of the film 
is the camerawork. In a very tricky way, Cloo- 
ney, Kaufman and a terrific production team 
headed by cinematographer Newton Thomas 
Sigel, manipulate scenes by moving the camera 
constantly while different characters take their 
places when the camera returns to them. The use 
of various angles and heavy shadows reflects the 
wild and dark character of Chuck Barris, as he 
moves around the world and the studio sets of 
his game shows. 

Drew Barrymore plays Barris’ sweetheart, 
Penny, (in real life he married and had children) 
with restraint, but Julia Roberts, as a sexy CIA 
agent, shows a wilder side than usual. Rutger 
Hauer is excellent as another shadowy CIA 
operative. Finally, Sam Rockwell gives the per- 
formance of the year, and one should certainly 
expect a nomination for best actor, along with 
possible nods for cinematography and screen- 
play. 

What is Barris’ incentive? Is it doing his 
patriotic duty for his country? Is it the thrill of 
the hunt? He does not seem like the type of man 
who enjoys the hunt. He has plenty of money 
when he is offered the job. 

He has hit rock bottom. Perhaps Barris’ 
biography is his greatest trick yet. He captured 
audience’s attention in the 1970’s with cheesy 
game shows. So it is no wonder he invents a 
fantasy life of murdering people - he’s already 
murdered their minds. Chuck Barris, instead of a 
television show, warped people’s minds using a 
story unlike anybody could have ever imagined. 
After all, that’s what he did best.

Segway personal transporter at near- 
zero sales despite media hype

Originally termed “It” by its 
inventor Dean Kamen, what was 
hailed as the biggest revolution in 
years by investors such as Steve 
Forbes, the Segway could be con- 
sidered one of the greatest flops 
in years. Many people expected 
hovering scooters, perfect engines 
requiring no energy, and a plethora 
of other outlandish concepts. With 
all the hype and small clues to its 
true identity, it’s no surprise that 
people thought such things. 

The Segway received an initial 
bout of media excitement upon 
release. It was certainly cool. But 
few saw it, as Kamen did, as the 
next automobile. The general con- 
sensus seems to be that although 
some useful technology is used in 
the machine, it cannot be called 
more than a_ glorified scooter 
— despite Kamen’s insistence that it 
not be perceived as a scooter at all. 
The use of a gyroscopic balancing 
system, allowing perfect and con- 
stant balance, makes the Segway an 
interesting toy...but little more. 

While a few police stations and 
mail carriers have chosen to use 
the Segway in trial runs, there has 
been virtually no positive feedback 
from consumers. Every one of 
Kamen’s large prospects, such as 
Amazon.com, has fallen through,

even though Amazon’s CEO, Jeff 
Bezos, was one of Segway’s big- 
gest proponents before its release. 

Safety is also a concern. Should 
a 150-lb piece of metal (plus pas- 
senger) traveling at 12 mph be on 
the sidewalk or in the street? San 
Francisco has banned the device 
its sidewalks. Kamen’s company, 
modestly named DEKA (DEan 
KAmen), is now being forced to 
petition states and cities for its 
acquiescence. 

With these roadblocks, it is 
questionable whether Kamen’s so- 
called dream machine will ever fill 
store windows, let alone the streets 
of the world as a new paradigm.

An amateur observer would think that there are only so many things a director can do with the Rogers Theater at Lincoln-Sudbury Regional High 


School. After seeing the plays put on previously in the small space, one grows accustomed to the limitations of the oddly-shaped stage and the lack of 
room. Yet John Germanotta, director of the LSB Players’ latest masterpiece, Jommy, managed to turn the normally sedate Rogers Theater into a rock 
concert venue, using a talented cast and incredible visual effects to produce perhaps the best play in the Players’ history. 

While the audience was being seated, smoke filled the theatre, obscuring the multi-colored lights that criscrossed the stage. Aside from the lighting, 
the stage was remarkably barren, marked by scaffolding along the back wall, a pair of spiral staircases, and swinging wooden backdrops attached to the 


sides of the theater. But this humble beginning did not foreshadow what was to come throughout the rest of this “rock opera.” The audience was in for a 
visual and auditory treat. 

The play opens with almost immediate special effects, as Mrs. Walker (Emily Germanotta) meets her future husband, Captain Walker (Tucker 
Morgan), in a shower of sparks from a welding machine. Soon after this inital encounter, the Walkers are married by the minister (Gerald McElroy) in 
front of dramatic white lightning. Conflict soon ensues, as Captain Walker is sent off to war, protrayed symbolically by the ensemble with help from a 
collage of World War II film clips flashed onto the theater’s white walls. While Captain Walker is away, Mrs. Walker gives birth to a son. 

The action quickly flashes forward four years to Captain Walker’s return. He arrives at his house to find his wife with a lover (Leland Karn). As 
four-year-old Tommy (played in scene-stealing fashion by the adorable Johnny Martucelli) looks on, Captain Walker shoots his wife’s lover. The lover 
slumps to the floor, dying, and Mrs. Walker turns Tommy to face a mirror to shield him from the action. As police and detective agents swarm over the 
house, Tommy stands motionless and unresponsive. Mrs. Walker quickly finds out that witnessing the murder has made her four-year-old son deaf, 
dumb, and blind. 

Captain Walker is acquitted on the charge of murder, and the couple then turns its attention to trying to cure Tommy. They send him to the hospital, 
where he is symbolically shuttled from ward to ward through the use of a rotating white door frame. Through it all, Martuccelli does a remarkable job 
standing still and staring straight ahead. Predictably, the doctors are unable to cure Tommy, and the Walkers are left with few choices remaining. 

The action then shifts forward six years, and four-year-old Tommy is replaced by ten-year-old Tommy (Anson Biller). At this point, the Walk- 
ers leave Tommy home to be babysat by his uncle Ernie (J.D. Bean), and Ernie seizes the opportunity to abuse his nephew. Soon after, the scene 
is repeated with cousin Kevin (originally casted as Bruno Seraphin, but played in the Friday night show by understudy Ian Sanders-Fleming) 
administering physical and psychological abuse. 

Kevin then brings Tommy to a church youth group, where all the kids gleefully make fun of him. As a joke, they put him in front of a pinball 
machine, and soon Tommy finds out that he has a gift for the game. Despite being deaf, dumb, and blind, Tommy “sure plays a mean pinball,” 
and the kids in the youth group are astounded. 

After the intermission break, Biller is replaced by Dan Schrager as 20-year-old Tommy. As a pinball “sensation,” Tommy has accrued 
a fanatical group of followers who cannot believe a person unable to hear, speak, or see can play the game so well. At home, Mr. and Mrs. 
Walker continue to struggle with their son’s affliction, and soon, in a fit of frustration, Mrs. Walker smashes the mirror through which four- 
year-old Tommy saw the death of his mother’s lover. Unbeknownst to everyone, the mirror has been the source of Tommy’s troubles, and 
with the shattering of the glass, Tommy regains his sight, speech, and hearing. 

Now, Tommy finds himself with even more followers, all of whom are intrigued by his amazing recovery. Much to the dismay 
of her parents (Sean Wright and Ashley Carpenter), Sally Simpson (Erica Roderick) falls in love with Tommy and climbs up onto 
the stage to be near him at one of his performances. As the guards yank her away from the show’s star and beat her with their 
nightsticks, Tommy looks on in horror. He then invites them to his house, all the while trying to convince them that he is not the 
amazing one-- throughout his life he has simply been trying to gain the gifts that they already had. His followers 
then become disgusted with Tommy, and they abandon him at his house. 

As the play concludes, Tommy reconciles with his family, which he had largely ignored and neglected 
since his magical “cure.” The cast members take their bows, and four-year-old Tommy, ten-year-old 
Tommy, and 20-year-old Tommy meet together for one final time to the wild applause of the crowd. 

Above and beyond the simple plot, Zommy was incredibly entertaining largely for its visual 
effects. The lights, designed and directed by Germanotta and Dave Kahn, always provided strik- 
ing contrasts and appropriate moods. Particularly spectacular lighting effects were notable in the 
rock-concert scenes and the scene where Mrs. Walker smashes the mirror. 

The mirror itself was one of the highlights of the production. The effect of a large wall 
mirror was created by a black and yellow frame that descended from the ceiling in front of a 
black box. In the frame was stretched a semi-reflective material, so that when light was shin- 
ing directly down on it, it reflected Tommy’s image, but when the light was removed, Tommy 
could see through the frame to the box behind. When ten-year-old Tommy looked into the 
front of the mirror, he would be able to see his twenty-year-old self as a reflection, since Dan 
Schrager would be inside the box looking out. When Schrager looked into the mirror, he saw 
Anson Biller looking out as his ten-year-old self. As a result, the rather complex special effect 
was expertly portrayed. 

Tommy is known as the Who’s rock opera, and fortunately the vocal talent among the stu- 
dents at L-S was sufficient to do justice to the score. Guided by vocal coach Shira Brettman, 
the ensemble and large chorus were able to master complex harmonies with relative ease. The 
only blotch on an otherwise perfect production was the fact that the music from the exuberent 
band oftentimes drowned out the singers, who were having problems with their microphones. 
However, once one’s ear became accustomed to the music, it was easier to hear the vocals, 

While the singing was, by far, the best element of the show, the acting talents of the cast 
were also up to their usual standard of excellence. A special nod goes to Ian Sanders-Fleming, 
who admirably learned the entire part of cousin Kevin in one day in order to replace Bruno 
Seraphin, who was sick and unable to perform. The rest of the cast, also affected by the flu, 
gamely managed to work through their scratchy voices and still turn out a magnificent per- 
formance. 

The snowstorm on Friday, February 7, prevented a portion of the audience from attending 
the 7:30 production, but fortunately it also left room for this lucky reviewer to procure a rare 
and valuable ticket. Those timid souls who chose not to brave the slippery roads that night 
certainly missed out on a good time, as Tommy will likely be remembered in the future as one 
of the LSB Players’ greatest productions of all time.
